The executives will meet February 
18 to discuss means of getting the 
question of a revision of wages of 
unskilled labor legally before the 
board, which ruled on February 10 
that it could not act on the road’s 
plea for abrogation of the national 
agreement and for a wage schedule 
revision for unskilled labor which 
was asked because“of the financial! 
condition of the roads. Matters of 
‘finance belonged before the inter- 
state commerce commission, the 
board said. 

Mr. Cuyler’s statement follows in 
part: 

“This meeting (Pebvuars 18) has 
been called to give the executives of 
railways opportunity to receive a 
report from its labor committee re- 
garding developments since the last 
general meeting of the association 
was held. The subject of the gen- 
eral reduction of railway wages has 
not been considered by the associa- 


tion or its labor committee and will } 


not be the subject of eonsideration 
at the: meeting February 18. 
\ To Consider Steps. 

“The railway labor board in its 
decision on. February’ 10 held that 
it could not take any action on the 
labor committee’s suggestion that a 
reduction be made at once in the 
wages of unskilled labor because 
conferences had not been held on a 
controversy developed between the 
employees and the railways which 
would not enable the board legally 
to take Jurisdiction of this subject. 
It is expected that consideration 
will be given at the meeting in Chi- 
cago February 18 as to what steps 
should be taken by individual roads 
to get the question of a revision of 
the wages of unskilled labor prop- 
erly before the board. 

“The labor committee will also 
report to the association regarding 
the present status of the proceedings 
before the labor board concerning 
the national agreements.” 

In the eantime, the labor side 
is prepar!t ‘to bring before the 
board the cases of all roads 
which are iunwed to have violated 
rulings of the board by ordering 
wage reductions for section hands. 
Among these are the Erie and the 
St. Louis Southwestern with violat- 
ing the rulings of the board, but the 
road denied that it had cut wages. 

Labor. officials representing fif- 
teen railroad brotherhoods, today 
mapped out their campaign of re- 
buttal -to the railway executives 
plea. No pession of the board was 
held today, pending notification 
from the unions as to when they

Ga., February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Where the little lumber 
hamlet of Gardner once stood, there 
now remains only a splintered mass 
of the debris of twenty-two tenant 
houses, barns, uprooted trees and 
dead animals, intermittently dot- 
ted with Atlanta Red Cross tents. 
which are being used as homes un- 
til the new buildings, to be erected 
immediately, are completed by the,’ 
Cleveland-Oconee Lumber company. 
A melancholy spirit of disaster hov- 
ers over the entire immediate ter- 
ritory of Washington county, for 
in the few remaining shacks twen- 
ty-seven casket old the bodies of 
twenty-eight negroes and one white 
lad, while in the Sandersville hos- 
pital and other places thirty or 
more people lay injured—all the 
ghastly toll of Thursday’s terrible 
tornado. 

After making a complete survey 
of the damage done the property of 
the Cleveland-Oconee Lumber com- 
pany, which included all the de- 
stroyed homes in the mill town, 
Neil Meler, president and secretary, 
announced late last night that the 
total damage would reach $35,000.

GERMANY ANNOUNCES 
AMOUNT SHE CAN PAY 


150,000,000,000 Marks Is 
‘Grand Total of Reparations 
Ability, Says Report. 


Berlin, February 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The ministry of 
finance has reached the conclusion 
that the utmost sum Germany can 
pay in reparations is 150,000,000,000 
marks, this including all she has 
eo far paid in cash and goods, ac- 
cording to information which The 


‘Deutsche Zeitung says it has re- 


ceived from a “special” sour¢e. 

This 150,000,000,000 marke ‘would 
be paid off in thirty years under 
the plan outlined by the newspa- 
per’s informant. 

Refusal to allow consideration of 
the German counter proposal would 
result in Germany absenting her- 
self from/the London conference on 
reparations set for March 1, the 
newspaper declares it has learned. 
It adds that Germany would then 
Suggest that the United States be 
asked in as an arbitrator for the 
purpose of preventing the entente 
from adopting measures such as an 
invasion of the Ruhr district, which 
it declares would be looked upon by 
Germany as an act of war Which 
would possibly destroy the treaty 
of Versailles.

Wizard Edison 
Leaves His Toys 
Upon Birthday 


‘Honored by Friends, and 
Then Goes Back to End-

New York, February 11.—On Fri- 
day I saw a shy, charming, diffi- 
dent child, hugely enjoying his 
birthday celebration. The child was 
rather embarrassed and noticeably 
awkward in his stiff, new, unaccus- 
tomed party clothes, but undeniably 
having a perfectly wonderful time. 
The child was Thomas Edison. The 
occasion was his 74th birthday. 

To a greater extent than any 
other great man | have ever’ 
inet, Thomas Edison is a shy, un- 
affected, enthusiastic young boy in 
manner. The wizard at 74, work- 


ing in his great laboratory, is just 
a white-haired, grown-up young- 
ster, having the time of his life 
at play, making things. Seeing 
him, one understands how he is 
able to continue working eighteen 
hours a day. it is because he does 
not work. He plays. - He is a true 
boy and he plays joyously, tirelessly, 
at making things. 

In comparison to Clemenceau, “Un- 
cle Joe” Cannon or Chauncey De- 
pew, all men ten years his senior, 
the Edison of today appears lack- 
ing in vigor. This is probably be- 
cause the first named three have 
all been compelled to develop pose. 
personality, the -oratorical power 
to sway men. Edison’s life on the 
Other hand has been almost mo- 
nastic in its seclusion. Always he 
has been absorbed in making things 
rather than in making impressions. 
So today, being interviewed, he has 
all the manner of a shy, awkward 
boy, pausing reluctantly in his 
play to entertain strange company 
and answer embarrassing and fool- 
ish questions. 


Advice to Mankind. 


"What advice can oun give to 
men over 70 years oid?” he was 
asked. 

“Most people become atrophied 
before they are that old,” he an- 
swered, smiling nervously and fin- 
gering a button of his vest. “They 
eat, drink and sleep too much, and 
the machine breaks down. If they 
would be continuously active they 
could work eighteen hours a day 
and be happy till the moment ofr 
their death.” 

“Do you expect to retire?’ 

“When the doctors bring in the 
oxygen tanks to keep me going, 
(ll quit; not before.” 

“Is it possible for a man:to be 
as alert and strong at 74 as at 40?’ 

“Tt’s possible, if he doesn’t over- 
eat and over-drink or over-smoke 
or Over-indulzge himself in any way. 
No reason why he shouldn’t be just 
as good at 74 as at. any other time.” 


All Dressed Up. 

Edison himself was palpably un- 
comfortable in a brand-new brown 
suit and brown hat. He wore a 
white flower in his buttonhole. You, 
who have seen a small-town, play- 
loving boy, fond of going barefoot 
and d.igeing in the dirt and messing 
around in the hayloft, all dolled up 
fo> Sunday school on»the Sabbath, 
uncomfortable and awkward in his 
best clothes, can easily imagine how 
Edison looked, because he looked 
just like that boy. 

At noon Edison went to his home 
to have a party with some of his 
old friends, wen who were working 
with him prior to 1885. During 
the afternoon he visited with old 
friends, and seemed to enjoy his 
birthday celebration, but he was a 
little nervous, a little uncomforta- 
ble, a little awkward and shy in 
his good clothes. It was evident 
that he wanted to get back to his 
play, his everlasting play at mak- 
ing things, things like the electric 
light and the phonograph and other 
such toys. 


TORNADO STRIKES

Half-crazed negroes wandered far 
into Friday night, searching the 
ruins of the almost completely de- 
stroyed houses for some sem nce 
of their property. 

A negro child who had lost Ais 
grandfather, brother and mother 
stood crying on a torn mattress 
which marked the place of his for- 
mer home. He tightly clasped a 
pair of old shoes, a shirt and a 
dirty sweater, while he fondled the 
head of a sympathizing dog. With 
eyes glaring and head shaking, one 
colored woman asked all who pass- 
ed for her husband, until someone 
told her of his death. Then the suf- 
fering and mental strain became 
too great—her mind snapped, and 
a harsh, delirious laugh sounded 
on the night air. 

And stranger still, yet natural, 
two bird dogs lay upon a mattress 
among the scattered ruins of their 
master’s home., Among the nearby 
debris was a shotgun and a baby’s 
doll bed. As workers scurried back 
and forth clearing away the rubbish, 
the dogs kept their silent watch. 
Once they were run away, but they 
came again to resume their post. 

Dead hogs, rats, featherless cnick- 
ens and cne or two mutilated bodtes 
of mules were on the ground—their 


blood sometimes mixed here and 
there with the dark splotches of 
that of human beings. 

The blatant blare of a goat, as he

wandered aimlessly about, was mix- 
ed with the grunts and squeals of 
hogs as they fought for ears of corn 
blown from a large barn. 


RED CROSS NURSES

From within the standing, Dut 
badly damaged, huts, the moaning of 


the injured came as Red Cross 
nurses worked over black, bruised

TORNADO STRIKES

an almost uniform sound of crash- 
ing timber and the cries of thosc in 
pain. In two minutes all was over. 
The cyclone’s path was nearly three 
hundred yards wide, and one thou- 
sand yards in length, on the eastern 
side of the Central of Georgia 
tracks. 


RED CROSS OFFICIALS

the Red Cross chapters of Sanders- 


ville and Tennille administered to 
the wants and needs of the negroes 
who were made destitute by the cy- 
clone which visited Gardner, one 
mile from Oconee, .Thursday after- 
noon. 

Automobiles were used throughout 
the night in carrying aid, which in- 
cluded blankets, mattresses, warm 
clothing and other necessary arti- 
cles, to the stricken district. The 
few remaining houses at the scene 
were crowded with the homeless, 
practically all of whom lost all of 
their belongings, and the negroes, 
being pénniless, were likely to have 
died of exposure. The total num- 
ber of known dead at 6 o'clock to- 
night is 28, which includes one white 
boy, Bennie Frank Orr, who lost 
his life in the commissary when it 
collapsed with a dozen people in it. 
No other person was injured in the 
building. 

At midnight Thursday athrough 
freight train was stopped at 
Gardner, and twenty-three bodies 
were placed in a freight car and 
brought to Tennille. <A special train 
from Sandersville brought the bodies 
here to a local undertaking estab- 
lishment, where the bodies were 
prepared for burial and returned 
to Oconee by trucks, where ftmerals 
will be held Saturday morning. The 
undertaker, being swamped . with 
work, pressed into service three 
negro women, who gave valuable 
assistance. 

Several negro men also helped. 

‘The wounded negroes were placed 
on a train, arriving in Tennille at 
6:30, and were placed aboard a spe- 
cial train from Sandersville and 
brought here to Rawlings’ sanita- 
rium, where surgical attention wa 
given to all. A negro boy was th 


only one to die here today, leaving 
nine, with probabilities that several 
of these will succumb. 


Several who are reported to be in 
a critical condition at Oconee are 
in charge of the Red Cross nurses 
from Atlanta, who are at tha scene 
with a hospitak.tent and other sup- 
Plies to care for those who were 
not brought here for treatment. 
Messrs. Woodward and Davis,the Red 
Cross workers from Atlanta, are at 
the scene this afternoon with sup- 
plies. 

Miss Virginia M. Gibbs, of Atlan- 
ta, who is in charge of the nursing, 
has wired for an assistant for relief 
duty. Fifty tents were unloaded, 
but only a few were used, as other 
homes have been found for the des- 
titute. persons. , 

A farmer living five miles east of 
Sandersville brought in a piece of 
a bedstead that was blown from 
Oconee, a distance of 28 miles. An- 
other farmer found a silk dress and 
other pieces of clothing hanging 
from a tree on his farm. It was 
sugrgested this afternoon that 100 
representative citizens of the coun- 
ty dohate $25 each to rebuild the 
Oeenee school house, which was de*- 
molished over the heads of seventy 
children yesterday. More than a 
score have signified their willing- 
ness to do so, and it is thought 
that the money will be quickly 
raised. 

The local undertaker was over- 
whelmed with the great number 
of dead, and several negroes, men 
and women, as well as white men, 
volunteered to aid. After the bodies 
were placed in coffins, they were 
placed on large trucks and carried 
to Oconee, where the funeral will 
occur tomorrow. 

It is probable that one grave will 
be used for the twenty-six that 
are to be buried there. One negro 
was sent to Toomsboro for burial. 
The white boy was buried near Oco- 
nee this afternoon.

Washington, February 11.—The 
appropriation-~ bill rider authorizing 
the secretary of the treasury to pur- 
chase $100,000,000 of federal farm 
loan bonds to. provide credits for 
farmers pending decision by the su- 
preme court in the litigation testing 
constitutionality of the farm loan 
law, was adopted today by the sen- 
ate. It now awaits approval by the 
house. 


Washington, #ebruary 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Senator W. J. Harris spoke 
In the senate this afternoon in favor 
of the passage of an amendment to 
the iegislation appropriation bill ap- 
propriating $200,000.000 for the fis- 
cal years 1921 and 1922 to purchase 
at part and accrued interest farm 
loan bonds issued by any of the fed- 
eral land banks. The proposal cov- 
ers a two years’ appropriation with 
the bonds to be purchased on the 
written recommendation of the fed- 


eral farm loan board, and bearing 5 
per cent interest. 

The amendment was adopted in 
the senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee, of which Senator Harris is 
a member, but a fight on the floor 
attempted to cut the appropriation 
to $80,000,000 for each year. 

The senate voted two hundred 
million dollars as the committee rec- 
oprmended. 

The farm loan act has been at- 
tacked in the federal courts and 
some features of the law are un- 
der consideration in “the supreme 
court. Until a decision is rendered 
by the court it is not expected that 
further operations will be conduct- 
ed by the land banks.

FOREIGN POSTS 


Governors of. Philippines 
and Canal Zone and Am- 
bassadors to England 
and’ France Ask to Be 
Relieved.

New York, February 11.—Four 
foreign posts of major importance 
will have to be filled by President- 
elect Harding almost immediately 
after his inauguration. These are 
the offices of goVernor general of 
Philippines, governor of the 
Panama canal gone, United States 
ambassador to England, and United 
States ambassador to France. 

The democratic incumbents of all 
these posts have sent notice of their 
desire to be relieved immediately 
upon the inauguration of Harding. 
In fact, Colonel Chester Harding, 
governor of the Panama canal zone, 
after sending his resignation to 
Washington sailed for the United 
States Thursday, leaVing Colonel J. 
C. Morrow as acting head of the 
zone. Harding, it is said, expects 
to remain active in the engineering 
branch of the army. 

Francis Burton Harrison, ont r- 
nor general of the Philippines, also 
has sent in his resignation to take 
effect March 4 and, according to 
his friends here, will leave the Phil- 
ippines as soon thereafter as he can 
get suitable accommodations. Har- 
rison is a New Yorker, resident of 
Fifth avenue, and at one time a 
member of congress from this dis- 
trict. His friends declare he has 
made no plans for the future, al- 
though is expected to enter business 
here upon his return. 


Davis Desires Leave 
John W. Davis, U. S. ambassador 
to the court of St. James, has ex- 
pressed a desire to get back home 
immediately after Harding takes 
office. In fact, had it not been 
for the insistence of President Wil- 
son, he probably would not have 
returned to his wondon post after 
coming home on leave for " some 
weeks last. fall.

Drop Announced 
In Price of Meal, 
Sugar and Flour 


A sharp drop in the prices of 
sugar, meal and flour, as quoted by 
Atianta wholesale merchants, has 
occurred within the very recent 
past, according to a report to The 
Constitution's market department 
Friday from the state bureau of 
markets, which supplies quotations 
on local commodities. 

Of most general interest will be 
the drop in sugar, which up until 
the past few days has ruled at an 
average of $8.10 per 100 pounds 
wholesale. The bureau reported that 
sugar now is selling in the local 
market at $7.50 per 100 pounds, a 
drop of 60 cents. 

A declind of 50 cents per 100 
pounds has also been registered by 
corn meal prices, the old quotation 
being $2.90 and the new price $2.40. 
Flour has slumped about $1 per 
barrel, according to the bureau, 
which quotes former prices of 48s at 
$11.40 and new prices at $10.45. 

A drop in feedstuffs generally 
was in the same proportion. Prices 
quoted by the bureau of markets 
represent an average of those asked 
by local wholesale dealers. Busi- 
ness concerns here consulted by The 
Constitution verified the accuracy 
of the bureau’s report.

Father in Escape 
Now Faces Trial 


Offered Immunity, She Pre- 
- fers Prison to Betraying 
Her’ Parent.

For some years, Miss Dorsett has 
been employed in a big Atlanta 
industry and has lived in one of 
those organized homes, which phi-

ing. She was fairly far removed 
from an environment of a hillside 
branch and tubs of sour mash and 
a copper kettle with a worm at- 
tached.

But back in her girlhood she had 
be€én taught the moonshiner’s creed 
that the hands of the world are 
against the moonshiner and that his 
pegs et ( and friends must risk death 
or jail or poverty to shield him in 
times of storm and stress. 

And she remembered this teach- 
ing when authorities of Campbell 
county, to whom she had admitted 
that she had made possible her fa- 
ther’s escape, offered her immunity 
from prosecution if she would re- 
veal to them her father’s where- 
abouts, 

“I don’t know where he is,” was 
her reply and then fearing that the 
import of her words would be mis- 
taken she added, “but I wouldn't 
tell you if I did know.” 

Her father is Guy Dorsett and 
the Campbell county officers say 
that he.has been making whisky 
ever since they can remember. He 
escaped the toils of the law until 
last fall when he was rounded up 
in a raid on -his still. 

He was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to two years on the chain- 
gang. According to'the daughter 
she was then employed in the At- 
lanta factory and was summoned to 
visit her father in jail. She obeyed 
and it was then that she unfolded 
the plan for his escape. According 
to her own statement, she had no 
hesitancy in making the daring at- 
tempt. 

Returns Bearing Gifts. 


She came back to Atlanta, but re- 
turned to Fairburn a week later, 
this time utilizing the ancient Gre- 
cian subterfuge of bearing gifts.

Hutcheson, of the Stone Mountain 
circuit objected to this. He con- 
tended thaw the girl is not a. crim- 
inal, but simply has been misdirect- 
ed. He aiso contends that if she 
is sent to the prison she may be- 
come a criminal. e asked that she 
be indicted in order that there may 
be time for some. special disposition 
to be made of her case. ,

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


COLD FEET. 

If one’s socks.are wet, it is diffi- 
cult to keep the feet warm under 
all circumstances, And while per- 
spiration is a harbinger and a sign 
of good health, it is not at all nec- 
essary to do all one’s perspiring 
through the feet. Nor is there any 
danger involved in the artificial 
prevention of perspiration of the 
feet or of any other limited area of 
the body, Therefore, the first step 
in the treatment of excessive per- 
spiration of the feet, and that is a 
simple matter. 

There are two absolutely safe 
and effective ways to overcome ex- 
cessive sweatings of the feet. The 
first consists of a generous dust- 
ing inside the shoes and inside the 
toes of the stockings with powder- 
ed alum each day for several days, 
without washing the féet, or, if 


they must be washed, then washing 
them with cold water only. The 
second method calls for the use of 
formaldehyde solution. This is sold 
in a standard strength of 40 per 
cent under the name of Formalin or 
Liquor Formaldehyde. One ounce, 
diluted with five ounces of water, 
makes a solution of about the right 
strength, and this is to be applied 
to the toes, the soles and between 
the toes only, by means: of a brush 
or a wisp of cotton. It should be 
kept off the fingers. It may be ap- 
plied once each alternate day for 
three or four times, and repeated 
after several weeks if required, As 
ormaldehyde is a poison, none 
should be left about the house. 


The wearing of round garters 
which impede free circulation, that 
false dignity which keeps feet al- 


ways'on the floor, whereas they 
should be frequently in the air, and 
the embarrassment of circulation 
caused by corsets which are not at 
all tight-fitting, are common fac- 
tors of cold feet which suggest 
their own remedies. 

Freak, narrow, pointed, foot-con- 
stricting shoes, chippy otyle: 
much affected by such birds of 
either sex, unnaturally contribute 
to coldness of the feet and to chil- 
bilain or frostbite.

Boston Transcript Urges 
Southerner for Cabinet 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 


In the list of “cabinet certainties” 
leaking out simultaneously along 
the banks of the Indian and Potomac 
rivers, the no longer “solid south¥ 
is the only section thus far unrep- 


resented, geographically speaking. 
Its absence may account far the 
vacancy that still exists in the next 
president’s secretaryship of com- 
merce. That is, the portfolio which 
might most fittingly be entrusted to 
a southern republican of “highest 
capacity,” provided one of that sort 
can be found who is neither a re- 
cent convert nor an old-time pro- 
fessional “broker” in southern dele- 
gates to national] conventions. 


A plausible report has been 
brought to Washington from Florida 
that the president-elect is looking 
with favor on.the qualifications of 
a Tennessee republican for the com- 
merce portfolio—Claude H. Huston, 


of Chattanooga. At the age of 42 
this cabinet possibility has attained 
the enviable distinction of being 
hailed and highly esteemed through- 
out his section as one of the lead- 
ars in the civic, commercial, educa- 
tional, religious and political life 
of the new south. To him is at- 
tributed the major share of the 
credit for the conquest of Tennessee 
in November last—the first south- 
ern state since the civil war to give 
its electoral vote to a republican 
nominee for president. A native of 
Indiana, Mr. Huston has been a resi- 
dent of Tennessee almost ever since 
he became of age. Always a re- 
publican, he has never been an of- 
ficer seeker or an office holder. He 
was conscripted as chairman of the 
Ways and means committee of his 
state in the last campaign. Having 
no record as a professional politi- 
cian, he was quickly successful in 
uniting the supporters of Mr. Har- 
ding in Tennessee, and in enlisting 
them without regard to past dalif- 
ferences in a common effort to carry 
the state. As a result the republican 
party has won the electoral vote of 
Tennessee, the governorship and 
five of the state’s ten seats in con- 
gress. So far from resenting his 
political success, the democratic 
press of the south has been quick 
to indorse the man and his meth- 
ods, his character, his capacity and 
the mention of his name as a pos- 
sible secretary of commerce has 
evoked in many southern states cor- 
dial expressions of hope that he 
would be the south’s representative 
in the next cabinet. 

If the president-elect decides to 
go to the south for a member of his 
official family, it is natural that 
he’ should prefer to go to the state 
which has led the way toward the 
restoration of the two-party system 
in that section. 

But it would be better for the ra- 
publican party, the south and the 
nation that no southern republican 
should sit in Mr. Harding’s cabinet 
unless @ man endowed with the 
character and qualifications of Mr, 
Huston is accorded that honor. Cer- 
tainly no. professional politician 
whose political — in the past 
has depended upon his skill in the 
past has depended upon his skill] in 
the mobilizing and delivery at a 
national convention of southern 
delegates, hungry for office, would 
either represent the sentiments of 
the “new south” or fulfill the na- 
tional expectations concerning the 
next cabinet. And if the commerce 
portfolio is to be entrusted to a 
worthy representative of the south, 
he should also be a mah of the 
training and experience, the na- 
tional vision and the enlightened 
sectionalism that have placed Mr. 
Huston at the head of the chamber 
of commerce, the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, the interchurch federa- 
tion of his state, on the directorate 
of the Mississippi Valley Waterways 
association, and have made him an 
important factor in the development 
of a dozen different enterprises iden- 
tified with the rapid development 
in recent years of his state and 
section. 


Doubtless the report that such a 
man is under consideration for the 
the secretaryship of commerce, com- 


ing as it does from several of the 
president-eléect’s most trusted coun- 
sellors, has been allowed to leak 
out for the purpose of sounding 
sentiment and pu opinion in the 
country at large.

panicky conditions just as we have 
been passing through and bring 
wreck and ruin, poverty, suicides 
and all such ills to the country? 
Surely not, when they can perfect 
the exchanges and make them 
legitimate clearing houses for ac- 
tual commodities by eliminating the 
gambling features, 

It is nothing less than appalling 
for such conditions to exist and the 
law-makers to do nothing. What in 
the world is congress for if it is not 
to legislate for the welfare of the 
nation and the people? 

If congress will not relieve the 
country from the power of these 
gambling machines to throw us in 
panicky conditions at any time, then 
the cotton states must of necessity 
look after their own interests 
through their own legislative bodies. 

After the government was estab- 
lishei and New England became a 
great manufacturing section the 
smart men from Harvard and Yale 
saw that foreign countries with 
cheap labor could ship everything 
to this country and undersell their 
manufacturing establishments. So 
they resolved that they must have 
a tariff for protection so that their 
prices might not only be fixed, but 
maintained. And they went to con- 
gress and got a tariff, and they 
have had it ever since and they 
have grown richer and richer ever 
since. 

The tariff got in politics and the 
politicians made it out a terrific 
thing. And when a steamboat came 
up a certain river in the south 
where the folks had never seen a 
steamboat, but had heard of the 
tariff, the folks came down the hill- 
sides and roads to see the thing as 
it came on up the river. Just as it 
rounded a bend some one asked, 
“Great Moses, what i¢ that? I never 
seed the like before,” replied a lus- 
ty old fellow, “but I b’leve it’s that 
damned tariff they’ve been telling 
us about.”

All they have to do is to reduce 
the acreage in cotton and force each 
farmer to diversify his crops and 
Eight millions of 
bales of cotton will bring more than 
fifteen million, and look at the sup- 
plies raised.on the farms besides all 
this. Now everybody—merchants, 
bankers and farmers, all agree that 
the thing to do is to cut the cotton 
acreage to one-third the acreage in 
cultivation; that*this will*solve the 
problem and make the farms of the 
south independent and free. Well, 
then, why don’t they do it? Just be- 
cause they do not have a meeting 
of the governors and the legisla- 
tures to pass the same law the 
same week. it is feasible and can be 
done. The state legislature has the 
constitutional right to pass a stat- 
ute fixing an oecupation tax on 
farming of $50 on every acre in 
cotton over and above the acreage 
in cultivation. This wil be fair to 
all and everybody will abide the 
law, as it will be law afd no one 
can dodge it, and everyone will 
realize that his neighbor is bound 
by the same law that he is. Of 
course acreage will be reduced 
some, but everybody will plant all 
the cotton they are able to plant. 
It is a question of ability. 

Now, as I said about congress I 
say about the legislatures of the 
cotton states. What is the legisla- 
ture for if it is not to legislate for 
the welfare of the state and the 
9 (age Here we stand with every- 
ody grr tg that acreage reduc- 
tlon in cotton is the thing, yet there 
igs not a governor in the south with 
backbone enough to call a meeting 
of the governors to consider the 
most vital question that ever con- 
fronted the southern farmers, mer- 
chants and bankers.

Editor Constitution: If the poor 
farmer mustn't plant cotton because 
the 1920 crop brought a disappoint- 
ing price, then how much less 
should he plant peaches because the 
most expert peach growers in Geor- 
gia not only lost TWO yg oe Nghe 
of peaches in succession, 1919 and 
1920, but the two crops in the ag- 
gregate, as Well as each separately, 
brought in the markets less than 
the actual (not estimated) cost of 
gathering and shipping. In 1920 
Fort Valley growers alone not only 
lost the entire’ cost of making the 
crop, but paid out in cash durin 
picking season for gathering an 
shipping over a half million dollars 
more than the peaches brought in 
the markets. 

When the most experienced grow- 
ers in the state, with the best mar- 
keting. facilities, the closest and 
most economical co-ordination has 
been able to develop to a state of 
well nigh perfection, have lost so 


heavily. for the past two years, it 
requires much temerity to advise 
the farmer who has been growing 
cotton all his life, and knows how 
to grow it, to embark upon a line 
of horticulture with which he is un- 
familiar and in which the most 
skilled (and it requires great skill 
to grow peaches) are losing such 
large sums, especially in view of 
the present new and extraordinari- 
ly high freight rates on peaches to 
the northern markets, which, on a 
pre-war basis of other prices, would 
take all the profit out of the busi- 
ness. Instead of being encouraged 
to plant peaches, the uninitiated need 
to be warned, hose who are in 
the business need no warning. 
They’ve got theirs. 


If the writer were to presume to 
advise his brother farmers, he 
would suggest that each determine 
his crops by the character of his 
soil, his personal knowledge of and 


skill in growing a particular crop 
and his marketing facilities for such 
crop and not try to grow every- 
thing. The farmer who grows all 
kinds of crops never makes any 
progress except in agricultural pa- 
pers and at agricultural fairs, 
while the farmer who specializes 
and learns to produce the biggest 
crops, not on @ given acre, but per 
unit of production, is the man 
whose bank account progresses 
satisfactorily.

There is no over-production of 
cotton at present, it is simply bad 
financing which causes under dis- 
tribution, 

People may differ as to this, but 
as a layman I can not reconcile the 
present .drastic deflation program 
with good statesmanship or good 
business. : 

Supply and demand would have 
regulated affairs in an Orderly man- 
ner, if the powers that be, had al- 


lowed the natural markets of 
world to be opened, and had oes 
delegated unto themselves the €g0- 
tistical right to drastic and business 
wrecking deflation. 

As I see it under the present con- 
ditions, the poor men who are worst 
hurt now are the only ones who 
may be appealed to to reduce acre- 
age, while the corporation planter 
will Proceed as usual, . 

As I see it under present financial 
conditions, it will be impossible to 
make over, if as much as, 10,000,000 
bales this ‘year, on account of no 
finances and the boll weevil. 

he real trouble at present 
finances and not over-production. 

Five hundred million people on 
the es are very scantily clad, and 
of the balance a great many are 
short on cotton goods. 

Next to the Georgia-Carolina plan 
to issue bonds on cotton in storage 
is the plan of Mr. Watson to fur- 
nish necessary financing through 
legislation. 

And next to these the best sug- 
gestion is the Butts county plan to 
buy cotton from the big farmers of 
Wall street. 

Of course, thig could not be done

There would bea more sweating 
large drops of blood on Wall street 
than ever the poor farmer sweats 
water in making the cotton [n the 
boiling sun, when the tube regis- 
ters 100 in the shade. 

But as I was Boing to say, {ft Is 
possible to put 10,000,000 bales of 
cotton in storage under the Geor- 
gia-Carolina plan, and demand and 
receive a fair pfice.

WIRELESS TO BE USED 
FOR MARKET REPORTS 


Experts on Marketing Give 
Talks to Bibb County 
Growers. 


Macon, Ga., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Wells A. Sherman, specialist 
in the bureau of markets, Washing- 
ton, D. C., in his address before the 
Melon Distributors’ association here 
today predicted that in the near fu- 


ture wireless market reports cover- 
ing the entire United States will be 
inaugurated. One such station is 
already in operation, Mr. Sherman 
said, the government having adopt- 
ed experiments recently carried out. 

Ko bings! day the station in Wash- 
ington is sending out messages to 
all receiving stations within a ra- 
dius of 300 miles,” said the speaker. 
“Ten such stations could cover the 
entire United States, and a message 
ceuld be sent simultaneously on 
market conditions, prices and move- 
ments to every melon buyer and 
grower who has a home receiving 
station, inexpensively and effi- 
ciently.” 

Robert Taylor, fruit and vegetable 
agent of the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad, urged the growers, rall- 
road men and distributors to get to- 
gother. “Eliminate the unnecessary 
waste,” he said, “and recovery from 
the effects of the war can be ef- 
fected in a short time.” He outlined 
the process of melon growing and 
distributing, from the planting of 
the seed to the marketing of the 
melon, showing various ways in 
which incorrect: methods used are 
costing the industry vast amounts. 


| He urged spraying and the use of 


fertilizers in the proguction of the 
best melons possible, suggesting 
1,000 pounds of fertilizer and several 
sprayings for each acre of melons, 
“The melons should be handled as 
carefully as an egg,” he ‘said. “The 
average of the past'is a crime and 
an.injustice to the merchants who 
sell them,” he sald. “There would 
not be decay claims, if proper meth- 
ods were used.” 

Mr. Taylor anticipated that this 
year will not be as good a@ year as 
last in prices of melons. In Flort- 
da, he said, the acreage is being 
reduced from 390,000 to 20,000 acres, 
but the amount grown to the acre 
will be increased, until the yield 
will be about 6,500 cars. 

G. S. Gaillard, freight claim agent 
for the Central of Georgia railroad 
at Savannah, in discussing claims, 
said his company Is preparing for 
the best possible service for the 
coming season, and predicted far 
less claims this year than last.

Washington, February 11.—Pre- 
cautions taken and steps contempla- 
ted are believed by federal health 
authorities to be sufficient to pre- 
vent a spread of the European ty- 
Phus epidemic to the United States 
Secretary Tumulty tonight inform- 
ed Dr. Royal S. Copeland, New York 
city health commissioner. 

Secretary Tumulty in a telegram 
to Dr. Copeland quoted a report on 
the typhus situation from the sec- 
retary of the treasury, who declar- 
ed there was nothing to Warrant 
the steps suggested by the New 
York health commissioner in a tel- 
egram yesterday to the White 
House—imposition of a ban on the 
admission of immigrants from ty- 
phus-infested districts. Dr. Cope- 
land’s suggestion resulted from the 
arrival at the port of New York 
Within the last few days of more 
than thirty cases of typhus. 
Surgeon-General Cumming, 
statement issued during the 
said that even should typhus get 
into the United States, “there is 
no reason to fear that its introduc- 
tion would be followed by epidem- 
ics on the same scale as in Europe.” 
* May Be Outbreak 

At the same time,” the surgeon- 
general added, “ it must be borne 
in mind that there m:ght be out- 
breaks in the slum quarters of 
large cities. The disease spreads 
only in unsanitary and filthy sur- 
roundings, for, so far as is known, 
the disease is spread only by lice.” 
The situation as presented by the 
arrival of the typhus cases at New 
York will be considered at a con: 
ference tomorrow between Dr. Cum- 
ming and Ewing Laporte, assistant 
secretary of the treasury in charge 
of public health.

jer, Robert L. Norris, from the sec- 
ond-story window at police station 
and reference in The Constitution 
of February 9, a letter has been 
received from Attorney Ernest G. 
Bentley, in which he says that the 
prisoner was left in his care by a 
Pinkerton detective and not by a 
member of the city force. 

Norris was entered on the state 
docket and City Detectives Stone 
and Hornsby shown as the officers 
in the case. He was searched by 
city officers and approximately $900 
in travere checks‘and money tak- 
en from his person. 

"He was then carried to the chief 
of detectives’ office on the second 
floor for further examination. It was 
here that S. E. Fenn, assistant man- 
ager of the Pinkerton agency, claims 
to have obtained a confession and 
a promise to waive extradition. He 


was left in thie office to confer | 


with Attorney Bentley. 

His letter in full follows: 

Editor Constitution: In your fssue of 
February 10 mention is made of the escape 
of a prisoner from the city police head- 
quarters on last Friday. 

In justice to the Atlanta detective depart- 
ment I beg you to give this statement & 
our paper. 

This prisoner, according to my informa- 
tion, was not wanted in Atlanta for any of- 
ferse and was in charge of the Pinkerton 
Netional Detective agency, whose officers, 
by courtesy, used the office of the chief of 
Atlanta detectives, Lamar Poole, to ques- 
tion the prisoner. 

Upon their conclusion of questioning this 
man, I, as his attorney, was extended the 
privilege of couferring with my cilent in this 
same office by one of the representatives 
of the detectiye agency. Chief Lamar Poole 
was away from police headquarters at this 
hour, about 11:15 p. m. 

‘The prisoner escaped by jumping from a 
window on the second floor to the basement 
in the back yard of police headquarters. The 
fall was about eighteen feet to rough cob- 
hie stones and stone coping. Luck appeared 
to be with him in his jump, since he evi- 
dently did not break a leg. 

I immediately spread the alarm by crying 
out, and ten or fifteen officers and detec- 
tives on foot or in care began the search.
